Increased Interest

Good Management Seen 
In Local Chicken Farm 


The Poultry farm of Adolph Wi- 
berg on Rand road near Arlington 
-Heights was b r i t t e n up” oy Paul 
T°*uer in the last Chicago Sunday 
tribune, as one of the compara­ 
tively tew farms of the kind that 
are now paying. 
Mr. Wiberg raises white, and al­ 
so barred Plymouth Rocks, mixes 
his poultry feed himself, uses much 
whole sour milk, of which there is 
considerable in the Chicago district 
during the summer, and makes con­ 
querable use of sprouted oats, 
which he prepares in an interest­ 
ing manner. 
An extra runway is sown to oats, 
which are plowed undei, then the 
ground sown again. After the oats 
have reached the proper size the 
chickens are turned in 
and help 
themselves. After they have clean­ 
ed off the surface pretty well, the 
ground is 
plowed 
again, which 
brings to the 
surface 
or near 
enough to be reached by scratching, 
the sprouted oats that were deeper 
sawn. 
The chickens thrive on the 
oat sprouts and the exercise; being 
stronger, they are less liable to di­ 
scases. 
Good scientific ventilation 
in the poultry house and plentiful 
use of lime in the henhouses, which 
keeps do WTI vermin and germs are 
other points 
of 
profit. 
Lime is 
spread on the floors* after they are 
cleaned off and dried; and then sand 
is put over the lime. 
“This poultry game is a full time 
job alright,” said Mr. Wiberg, “In 
fact, one ne^ds to be on the job 24 
hours a day, and lots of people lose 
out for that reason.” 


The Pioneers of Elk Qrove 
and What They Accomplished 


DR. B. T. BEST 
(Paper read at the dedica­ 
tion of the D. A. R. marker to 
Eli Skinner, Revolutionary fifer, 
in Elk Grove, Aug. 25, 1931). 
* . 
In the little village of Chicago in 
1833 an event took place that was 
of great importance to the people 
of that time. 
This event was a 
treaty with the Indians, the terms 
of which gave the white man pos­ 
session of a vast tract of land in 
Illinois and Wisconsin, and remov­ 
ed the aborigines after a few years, 
beyond the Mississippi. 
Previous 
to that time white settlers in this 
region were in such 
danger that 
they lived only in towns, but this 
treaty made it possible for thous­ 
ands of people in the east to leave 
their poor, rocky farms and acquire 
the rich and easily cultivated iand 
of our state. 
Could w*e go back ninety-eight 
years, to the spring of 1833, and 
stand whtre we are now* gathered, 
we would see a vast (prairie extend­ 
ing to the east, the north, and to 
the south. 
To the west would lie 
a piece of heavy 
timber, 
known 
then, as now*, by the name of Elk 
Grove. 
The rich black soil would 
be a splendid inducement for one 
seeking farm land to locate here, 
and so it must 
have 
looked to 
Joseph A. Barnes in that year, aft­ 
er driving an ox-team all the way 
from Vermont. 
So here he stopped and built his 
log cabin on the north side of the 
woods, and here he lived the rest 
t ) f his life and was buried in this 
cemetery. His monument pears the 
inscription “The First Settler in 
Elk Grove.” 
The same year came Dr. Fred­ 
erick I. Miner with two other men, 
Fenton and Selby by name, who 
afterwards moved away. 
Dr. Min­ 
er located on the land upon which 
we nowr stand, and the next year 
his I at he, r Aaron Miner came to 
live with him. 
Aaron Miner was 
a veteran of the Revolutionary war, 
and his grave has 
been recently 
honored as today we 
are met to 
honor the last resting (place of an­ 
other veteran of that war, Eli 
Skinner. 
By 
1886 
these 
enterprising 
pioneers had gathered about them 
a small colony of industrious, law­ 
abiding 
and 
God-fearing 
people 
whose settlement was 
known as 
Elk Grove. 
They lived their lives 
here, many of their 
descendents 
still live in this vicinity, and their 
names are graven on 
the monu­ 
ments that surround, us. 
That we 
may better appreciate this, I will 
read their names: 
Joseph A. Banjos, pi*. Frederick 
T. Miner, Frank Gibfisi Eli Perkins, 


Fred W. Page, Isaac Jones, Abel 
Jones, Ichabod Draper, Leander 
Collins, Thomr-s Smith, Aaron Min­ 
er, Luther Whiting, John B. Whit­ 
ing, Joseph Kennicott, Charles Coo­ 
ley, Rev. Caleb Lamb, Ashabel Min­ 
er, Laban 
Skinner, 
Eli Skinner, 
Mark Morse, John Allen, Sr., John 
Allen, Jr., Jesse Mills Allen, Silas 
Wheeler, Bartlett Wheeler, Ransom 
Clough, Jeremiah Clough, Joseph 
Curtis, M. L. Curtis, Rev. John Na­ 
son. 
They lived at peace with their 
Indian neighbors, who 
at certain 
times of the year occupied an an­ 
cient village site in the woods on 
the north side of the stream we 
now call Salt Creek. 
They estab­ 
lished their farms, ouilt a school­ 
house for the children, and La x838 
organized a Methodist congregation 
which became a part of the Church 
at Large in 1840 and has maintain­ 
ed 
a continuous existence ever 
since, being one of the oldest insti­ 
tutions in Cook county. 
We can have small conception of 
the hardships of these early pion­ 
eers. Drouths, crop failures, malar­ 
ia and typhoid fever were the most 
serious matters. 
Their very mode 
of life to us would be unspeakable 
hardship. 
Aside‘from the toil of 
everyday work, 
if 
successful in 
raising a crop, it must be hauled 
in wagons over mud roads to Chi­ 
cago, to be exchanged for the bar­ 
est necessities of life. 
-J 
In 1857 construction of thej’jrail- 
road began and two years lattqf it 
was finished. 
There 
m u st. h^ve 
been great rejoicing when the*ffirst 
train passed over the new road en 
Oct. 12, 1859, and 
these people, 
many of whom had never seen a lo­ 
comotive before, realized that they 
were connected with 
the outside 
world. 
The village that sprang up two 
and a half miles north of here on 
the railroad was first called Elk 
Grove, then Dunton, and later Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
This village be­ 
came the trading center, and com­ 
munity life in old Elk Grove became 
a thing of the past and pioneer 
days were over. 
Let us view these people in our 
minds as they probably looked to 
each other. 
To undertake such a tedious jour­ 
ney and establish 
homes 
in the 
wilderness required a high degree 
of courage, but I imagine they gave 
this matter little thought, feeling 
a supreme confidence in their abil­ 
ity to cope 
with 
privations and 
dangers.' They were willing to un- 
1 dergo all this that they might bet­ 
ter their condition, provide well for 
their children, and take that place 


in the social and civil life of the 
nation to which their work entitled 
them. 
Above all, I do not believe 
that they ever considered 
them­ 
selves heroes. They were plain ev­ 
eryday people, 
asking 
no odus, 
seeking nothing that they had not 
earned, but insisting that their chil­ 
dren should have advantages that 
had been denied them. 
Thus grew uip a typical Ameri­ 
can settlement of serious patriotic 
people, imbued with a community 
spirit of helpfulness to each other 
and a knowledge of their duty to 
their neighbors, to their 
country 
and to God. 
Read some of the epitaphs in this 
old cemetery and learn of the sac­ 
rifices Elk Grove 
made to make 
this an independent country and to 
maintain its unity, and realize that 
Elk Grove has its place in the his­ 
tory of our Nation just as surely 
as has any community. 
And that 
it acquired its place because of the 
mental, moral and physical stamina 
of thes epioneers who established 
civilization in the wilderness.
